Center School Security Public Meeting 

ORR School Superintendent Dr. William R. 
Cooper, Ed.D., announced there will be a public meeting 
for parents and other Mattapoisett residents to discuss 
plans for security at the newly renovated Center School in 
Mattapoisett on Thursday, September 16 at 7:00 pm at the 
school.

considered setting up a police department the article was 
defeated. New Englanders find it hard to make changes 
and February 1925 was no exception. Through the efforts 
of Lester W. Jenney, who was appointed by the Selectmen 
to investigate adopting Section 97 of Chapter 41 of the 
Massachusetts General Laws (MGL) to create a police 
department, a second article was favorably passed in 
April 1926 at a Special Town Meeting. With a budget of 
$2,300, a police chief and three special policemen were 
appointed, with two constables elected, as had been done 
since the town separated from Rochester. The chief was 
given the use of an automobile. 

Mr. Jenney wrote a letter to the Selectmen in 
which he vigorously criticized the town voters in defeat- 
ing the article, saying, in part, "By a few votes the town 
has decided against the plan, the matter being unfortu- 
nately confused by personalities. I feel the good name of 
the town demands a police department, and that in the 
long run it will prove no more expense than the haphaz- 
ard practices of the past." 

William H. Cotter was appointed the first police 
chief on April 31, 1926 (yes, it was printed in the town 
report "April 31") with an office in the rear of Town Hall. 
The department became motorized in 1932 with the 
purchase of an Indian motorcycle at a cost of $340.40. A 
jail was built in the early years at a cost of $135, furnished 
with a mattress and stove. Henry Porter was keeper of the 
jail and fines of $5 were collected.

liaison with the schools to maintain a safe environment; 
all officers are CPR and EMT certified, with some quali- 
fied as Paramedics; a mobile video recording camera 
obtained in 1995 with state highway safety program 
funds, and bullet-proof vests, also from grant money in 
2001, are supplied for each officer. A computer system 
was paid for by "the bad guys'' under the federal forfei- 
ture drug money program and did not cost the taxpayers 
a penny. 

After being in its original headquarters since 1926 
(over 60 years), the new police station on Route 6 was 
ready in 1989, as the most modern, state-of-the-art police 
station in southeastern Massachusetts. 

The initiation of the E-911 telephone computer 
system was in 1994 which allows the officer on duty to 
identify where an emergency call is coming from. This 
saves time where there is a duplication of street names or 
if a person is unable to identify their location. "This 
program is very beneficial for the caller and the depart- 
ment," Chief Lyons said. 

The Mattapoisett Police Department has, each 
year since 1992, received a Pedestrian Safety Citation from 
AAA for "having no pedestrian fatalities and for its efforts 
to educate and protect the citizens of your community," 
the chief said. 

The police department presently has six marked 
and two unmarked vehicles. There are 18 officers; 16 
patrolmen; one plain clothes detective; and Chief Lyons. 
This is quite an improvement since 1926 and, as Lester

million. 

'The good news is this is down almost $500,000/' 
Ms. Ditchfield said, adding these numbers don't take into 
account potential library renovations; water projects 
beyond 2015; expenses for the bike path expansion; major 
upgrades to the town's computer network; or an esti- 
mated $600,000 ladder truck for the Fire Department. 

"I think we're getting a double hit in the sense 
that we've had fairly rapid growth," Selectman Jeffrey 
said. "I would think that while we're always going to 
have capital projects, there's got to be some relief down 
the road." 

As for the town's financial picture going into 
FY2006, Ms. Ditchfield said it doesn't look promising. 
Given the tax levy limit is $345,000 and that local receipts 
are likely to be up 2.4 percent, the town's Free Cash is 
down $400,000 from last year and state aid is only ex- 
pected to be a marginal $23,000 up from last year. In short, 
town departments and schools will likely only get a 
maximum two percent bump over the current fiscal year. 

"We used $460,000 of Free Cash to balance the 
budget last year," Ms. Ditchfield said. "If state aid doesn't 
change and local receipts aren't higher, we're looking at a 
pretty rough year." 

"(Free Cash) is a cushion," added FinCom mem- 
ber A. Lee Hayes. "For a couple of years we've been 
squeezing this cushion. Going into a year with a two 
percent number ... and no Free Cash cushion really gets 
dicey — especially when you've got union contracts (to 
consider)." 

"This is probably the earliest we've ever gotten 
this type of (in-depth) information, and I appreciate the 
FinCom's work," Selectman Jeffrey said. 

At 8:13 pm the board met with Chris LeBlanc of 
East Coast Engineering for an update on the pending 
landfill closure. Ms. LeBlanc noted that although the town

had contracted with the Cashman Company earlier this 
year to bring in 280,000 yards of construction soil to be 
used to offset the costs of closing and capping the landfill, 
the market value of soil in the Greater Boston area has 
dropped significantly to a point where it is no longer cost- 
effective to truck the material down to Marion. 

"The Massachusetts Department of Environmen- 
tal Protection (DEP) was concerned about the volume of 
soil coming into the landfill which would increase the size 
of the site ... from 10 acres to 12 acres," Ms. LeBlanc said. 
"Where we stand now is, Cashman said they can't do it 
with soils only, so they have proposed to bring in other 
types of material in addition to soil (including) dredge 
spoil sediment and (construction debris). We now have to 
consider these other alternatives." 

"The dredge spoils we are talking about are not 
from Fall River or New Bedford, not harbors which are 
contaminated with PCBs or anything," Mr. Dolan cau- 
tioned. "In the meantime, I think it makes all the sense in 
the world to have the Landfill (Study) Committee look at 
the (revised) proposal." 

With that, the board voted to reconvene and 
reappoint the members of the Landfill Study Committee 
to look into accepting this additional material at the 
landfill. 

In other matters, the board:

SUMMER HEAT 

What can I do to make my dog more comfortable in the hot 
weather? 

Leave you dog at home when you do errands. If you raust 
take hira in the car, leave the air conditioning on or the 
windows open, especially if you need to park. A closed car 
gets very hot, very fast. Always have plenty of fresh cool 
water available. Walk your dog early in the morning or later 
in the evening when it is cooler. 

Are certain breeds more susceptible to heat induced problems? 
Yes. Dogs with short noses like bulldogs, pugs, Boston 
Terrier and Lhaso Apso's. These dogs have trouble 
breathing under the best of circumstances. When it is hot 
and they pant to cool themselves, they may experience 
swelling in their throats, making breathing even more 
difficult.

August 23, 2004 Regular and Executive Session meetings, 
then signed and approved payment of an invoice for 
Town Counsels Perry, Hicks, Crotty and Deshaies, LLP, in 
the amount of $11,757.06 for legal services rendered.

working diligently on this ... it could affect the (Knight 
and Look Campground) property. Right now, everything 
that's being inspected is costing the town $125 an hour 
because it's all going through attorneys. This will protect 
the town.'' 

Mr. Johnson said the new by-law, if approved, 
would allow the Planning Board, acting as Special Permit 
Granting Authority, to grant a Special Permit for the 
construction of a Special Residential Development (SRD) 
and accessory structures in the Agricultural /Residential 
District. It would also, in turn, take some of the burden off 
the Zoning Board of Appeals (ZBA) and put it with the 
Planning Board. 

With that, the board unanimously voted to place 
the proposed by-law amendment on the October 4 Special 
Town Meeting warrant as requested. 

Under New Business, Mr. Huntoon noted Anto- 
nio Sol of Sol Brothers, Inc. was present and had submit- 
ted a written request to meet with the board in Executive 
Session as to his "freedom of rights" relative to a recent 
Board of Health meeting about his pig farm. Chairman 
Laboa denied Mr. Sol's request to meet in Executive 
Session since there was still pending litigation in the 
matter and it would be "appropriate" at this time.

"And there's never been a problem. I have what they call 
a piggery site assignment. This is my livelihood.'' 

"This is a (Board of Health) issue/' Chairman 
Laboa said. 'Tf you have a complaint about the (Board of 
Health), put in writing what they've done wrong. This is a 
pending legal matter between you and the Board of 
Health (and) I'm not going to discuss or debate it any 
further." 

At 7:50 pm the board met with former Selectman 
Richard Cutler to discuss his status as the board's repre- 
sentative to the EmPOWERment group, a group which 
was established some eight years ago with seven local 
towns to collectively seek out better and more cost- 
efficient sources for electrical power. 

"We've been working for the past eight years and 
we've been running into one roadblock after another," Mr. 
Cutler said. "The state is getting a little panicky about this 
... (so) we voted last Thursday to take a different direction. 
The first recommendation is that the towns' take up 
MunEnergy's offer to provide power for municipal 
buildings, but not residents. Right now we think the 
towns should sign up for a one-year contract." 

Given the lack of participation in the volunteer 
effort and the stumbling blocks foisted upon them by the 
state, Mr. Cutler said they are trying hard to keep 
EmPOWERment together, although its days may be 
numbered. For now, however, they have voted to keep 
meeting and maintain the current roster of officers. For 
those interested, their next meeting will be held on 
September 16 at the Fairhaven Town Hall. 

"This is a great example of the state taking 
something that works and messing it up," Mr. Cutler said. 

The board noted there would be no Selectmen's 
meeting on Monday, September 6 due to the Labor Day 
Holiday but they would be meeting on both Tuesday, 
September 7 at 7:00 pm for a regular meeting along with

Donations and pledges to the Mattapoisett Land 
Trust for the purchase of the Boardman property in the 
Aucoot area totaled $26,059 as of Monday, August 30, the 
Mattapoisett Land Trust reported. 

An option to purchase the 59.55 acres for $300,000 
— or $5,000 an acre — expires on September 16. 

The land is comprised of upland woods and 
wetland and abuts land previously donated to the Land 
Trust in excess of 100 acres. Frontage is on Aucoot, 
Hollywoods and Bowman Roads. Donations include 
$15,839 in cash and $10,220 in pledges from 78 individuals 
and companies. They range between $2 and $5,000 each. 
One of the $5,000 pledges will be honored once $100,000 is 
raised.

Fort Phoenix Encampment 

Two-hundred and twenty-six years ago, during 
the Revolutionary War, the British attacked the villages on 
the Acushnet River with about 4,000 troops landed from 
36 transport ships. During the raid houses, ships and 
business places in New Bedford, Acushnet and Fairhaven 
were ransacked and burned. The fort at Nolscot Point in 
Fairhaven, now called Fort Phoenix, was destroyed by 
British troops. It took years for the local waterfront 
industries to recover from the raid of September 5 and 6, 
1778. 

On Saturday and Sunday, September 11 and 12, 
2004, members of the Fairhaven Village Militia and guests 
will remember the British attack during a weekend 
encampment at Fort Phoenix. Men, women and children 
dressed in period clothing will reenact life in 1778 and 
talk about the history of the fort. They will also be demon- 
strating campfire cooking, loading and firing muskets, 
knife and tomahawk throwing, children's games and 
more. 

The highlight of the weekend will be the firing of 
the fort's five cannons, scheduled for dusk, about 7:30 pm, 
on Saturday. When fired after dark, the cannons' plumes 
of flames and smoke make a spectacular sight. 

The Fairhaven Village Militia, which is sponsor- 
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ing the event along with the Fairhaven Office of Tourism, 
is made up of about a dozen members who are on duty at 
Fort Phoenix during the summer to pass along its unique 
history. Member Charles Cromwell, who commands the 
group, and Wayne Oliveira were originally members of 
the Fourth Old Dartmouth Militia group that was started 
by the late Donald R. Bernard before the nation's Bicen- 
tennial. Other members have served as volunteer guides 
at the fort for the Office of Tourism. The group's treasurer, 
Ellsworth Sylvaria Jr., is a descendant of Bartholomew 
West, whose home was burned by the British in 1778. 
Members range in age from four years to seventy-some- 
thing. 

''We held this event for the first time last year and 
it was a complete success," said Tourism Director Christo- 
pher Richard. "Hundreds of people visited over the 
course of two days. We taught spectators how to throw a 
tomahawk and showed them how cooking fires were 
lighted without matches. Basically, the group is depicting 
camp living during the Revolutionary War period. There 
will be regular demonstrations of musket firing, but there 
will be no large-scale battle re-enactments." 

Both the cannon firing and the overnight encamp- 
ment will be cancelled in the event of rain. Weather- 
permitting, the militia will be at the fort from 10:00 am 
Saturday until about 3:00 pm on Sunday.

Twice per week the Junior and Senior High Schools shall provide 3:30p.m. after-school bus runs. These runs may 
vary during the week but will typically be on Tuesdays and Thursdays. Please note that after-school bus routes are based 
upon express service to specific stops in the respective towns. A student riding the after-school bus must select a stop that is 
no greater than 2 miles from his/her home. In some instances, this will require prior planning on the part of parents to pick up 
their child from these predetermined stops. 

There will be NO late afternoon (5:00p.m.) bus runs due to budgetary constraints.

Finally getting a stateside release after over a year of hype 
and fan rumblings, Zhang Yimou's Hero shares with Crouching 
Tiger, Hidden Dragon an artist's-eye view of essentially pulpy 
material. The basic plot — a nameless warrior (Jet Li) favors a 
king with accounts of his prowess in battle — could have been 
(and probably has been) a springboard for any number of fast, 
cheesy martial-arts flicks emphasizing ass-kicking over sub- 
stance. But Yimou, like Ang Lee before him, attends to the 
story's deeper themes and draws out its rich potential as both 
cinema and poetry. 

"Presented'' in its Miramax release by Quentin Tarantino, 
who knows eye-popping Asian filmmaking when he sees it. 
Hero is the kind of movie in which the nameless protagonist, 
preparing to cross his sword with the spear of the legendary Sky 
(Donnie Yen), drops a few yen into an old koto master's basket 
and asks him to play some more music. In another film, the point 
would be the warrior's absolute cool in the face of combat. Here, 
it's just part of the overall tapestry of beauty. What keeps Hero 
from lapsing into artsy solemnity is that the hushed and medi- 
tative views of nature are organic to the virtuoso action scenes. 

The aforementioned Sky is one of three adversaries who 
have been threatening the life of the king (Chen Daoming) for a 
decade; the others are the calligrapher/ assassin couple Broken 
Sword (Tony Leung) and Flying Snow (Maggie Cheung). The 
warrior has apparently vanquished them, earning the right to sit 
within twenty paces of the rather paranoid king. The story's 
structure is odd by modern standards — all the action unfolds 
in flashbacks — yet will be familiar to anyone with even a 
passing interest in Eastern literature, where men often sit around 
and tell stories. Hero is indebted on some level to Akira 
Kurosawa's masterpiece Rashomon, which told the same story 
from four different viewpoints. The king, who is perhaps wise 
to be paranoid, suspects that there's more to the story than the 
warrior lets on. 




Hero is better experienced than discussed — and better seen 
two or more times. I saw it on an import DVD a month or so ago, 
and it's a more ravishing and visceral movie the second time 
around, when you know the film's tangle of loyalties and plots. 
Christopher Doyle's sumptuous photography joins forces with 
the soothing music by Tan Dun (who also scored Crouching 
Tiger) to create a landscape of triumph and tragedy. In this 
heightened atmosphere, it's perfectly acceptable when the war- 
rior and Broken Sword skim lightly across a lake, sinking their 
swords into the water to keep themselves aloft, or when Flying 
Snow faces off against Broken Sword's protege Moon (Zhang 
Ziyi) in a forest dominated by yellow leaves that become weap- 
ons and, later, indicators of defeat. Hero is a classic tall tale, a 
fable told around the fire. 

Jet Li certainly has presence as a martial-arts master, but 
when the camera moves in for a close-up, not a lot is going on; 
his impassive face looks like nothing so much as Michael Myers' 
mask in Halloween, and he has a rather unfortunate speaking 
voice. He has been cast as the film's stoic death-dealer, though, 
and most of the heavy-duty emoting is placed in the able hands 
of the actors Yimou has surrounded Li with. Cheung and Leung 
make fine godlike starcrossed lovers, and Zhang Ziyi, as in 
Crouching Tiger, is a vivid hellcat driven more by passion than 
strategy. What, if anything, does the warrior feel about his 
mission? We're given a backstory, which feels a bit rote, as if 
required by the classical plot. Hero, an eminently Chinese story, 
concerns itself more with mastery and honor than with the 
unpredictable urges of a few fallible humans. It deals most often 
in wordless poetry — lovers joined forever by steel; the mood- 
setting color scheme of each version of the tale — and lets us fill 
in the rest.

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Rock and Poll All Night

Given his well-known obsession with playing golf, I 
think veteran shock rocker Alice Cooper would appreci- 
ate my characterizing his recent comments to the Cana- 
dian Press as a long-overdue ''hole in one." Although I 
might argue that his calling fellow rockers "treasonous mo- 
rons" for supporting Democratic presidential candidate 
John Kerry (D-Massachusetts) was a tad strong and over- 
stated, I wholeheartedly agree with his general assessment 
that fans in general and rock-and-roll fans in particular 
really don't care who Bruce Springsteen or John 
Mellencamp are supporting for President — and rightly 
so. I mean, it's already bad enough that the thin line be- 
tween entertainment and journalism is eroding faster than 
the anticipated box-office take for Ben Affleck's next film 
... so why do we need to get our politic agendas spoon-fed 
to us by the likes of R.E.M. and Dave Matthews? 

"Rock is the antithesis of politics," Mr. Cooper told a 
Canadian journalist last week. "Rock should never be in 
bed with politics. If you're listening to a rock star in order 
to get your information on who to vote for, you're a bigger 
moron than they are. Why are we rock stars? Because we're 
morons. We sleep all day, we play music at night, and very 
rarely do we sit around reading The Washington Journal. " 

As a man who spends a lot of time around pythons 
and boa constrictors. Cooper is certainly qualified to iden- 
tify a snake in the grass when he sees one. 

Now I happen to be a longtime fan of one Vincent 
Damon Furnier (a/k/a Alice Cooper), but I'm an equal 
fan of people like Bruce Springsteen, John Mellencamp, 
R.E.M. , James Taylor, and Sheryl Crow — all of whom are 
committed to performing in a series of "Vote for Change" 
concerts whose message is clearly pro-Kerry and anti-Bush 
and whose objective is to oust the sitting Commander-in- 
Chief. But I really have to side with Alice that the whole 
idea of rock-and-roll — a music borne and bred of rebel- 
lion and anti-establishment sentiment — seems misguided 
and misplaced, to say the least. 

"When I was a kid and my parents started talking 
about politics, I'd run to my room and put on the Rolling 
Stones as loud as I could," Cooper said. "So when I see all 
these rock stars up there talking politics, it makes me sick." 

Even though the 56-year-old Cooper is reportedly a 
strong Republican, he maintains that campaigning from 
the stage just doesn't jibe with the spirit of rock-and-roll. 
"People shouldn't vote for a presidential candidate just 




because a rock star says so ... whether it's Bruce Springsteen 
or Alice Cooper," he said. 

That's not to say rock should be devoid of political or 
social commentary, either — songwriters like Bob Dylan, 
John Lennon, and Pete Townshend have already paved 
the way with great work that is as entertaining as it is in- 
telligent and socially aware. But I think Cooper's point is 
well-taken that using the rock-and-roll genre or one's "rock 
star" status is akin to selling out ... something no respect- 
able rock band or artist would ever want to do. 

Don't think Alice is a lone voice crying in the wilder- 
ness, either. 

When filmmaker Michael Moore requested permission 
to use The Who's classic "Won't Get Fooled Again" in his 
controversial documentary Fahrenheit 9/11, songwriter Pete 
Townshend respectfully declined, saying he didn't want 
the song to be associated with one specific political point- 
of-view. It is, after all, the quintessential rebellious anthem 
— a song which rages against the machine of big govern- 
ment and ends up celebrating the option to "pick up my 
guitar and play" instead of getting drawn into either "the 
new constitution" or "new revolution." 

Ironically enough, that same classic rock masterpiece 
also complains about "the new boss" as being the "same 
as the old boss." In the case of "Vote for Change" ring- 
leader Bruce "The Boss" Springsteen, I know I prefer the 
"old boss" who sang poignant political songs to the "new 
boss" who's apparently on a mission to somehow affect 
political change.
